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I beg  to  report  that  I bave  received  66  notifications  under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification) 
Act,  1889.  Among  this  number  there  have  only  been  16  cases  of  Measles,  so  that  the  other  4 
notifiable  diseases  account  for  50,  which,  compared  with  the  20  of  1906,  shows  a somewhat  consi- 
derable increase.  It  is  not  easy  to  account  for  the  increased  number  in  one  year  more  than  another, 
but  I think  the  most  probable  theory  to  account  for  it  is  that  the  variation  is  due  to  cyclical  causes, 
but  I do  not  know  whether  anyone  has  worked  out  this  point.  I may  add  that  two  of  the  cases, 
namely,  one  of  Measles  and  one  of  Puerperal  Pever,  occurred  in  the  Uninn,  the  latter  at  any  rate 
having  been  brought  to  the  Union  from  outside  the  District.  The  following  table  shows  how  they 
were  distributed  through  the  year.

Diphther>iai — 22  Cases  of  this.  There  has  been  no  definite  epidemic,  and  most  of  the 
cases  were  isolated  ones,  in  which  the  origin  could  not  be  traced.  During  June  2 cases  occurred  in 
houses  where  there  had  been  previous  cases,  but  the  first  cases  had  been  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  they  had  remained  there  some  weeks,  and  had  only  been  discharged  after  the  usual 
bacteriological  examination  had  pronounced  them  free  from  the  Bacillus  of  Diphtheria  : the  interval 
also  between  their  return  home  and  the  development  of  the  second  cases  had  been  so  very  much 
beyond  the  incubation  period  of  Diphtheria,  that  I can  only  consider  them  coincidences,  and  not 
return  cases.  During  the  year  two  cases  died  in  the  Hospital. 

Sca.I'la.tina.i — 23  Cases.  Most  of  these  were  isolated  cases,  where  no  connection  could  be 
traced  with  a previous  case ; but  in  April  I received  three  notifications  in  six  days,  two  of  which 
were  in  children  attending  St.  Polycarp’s  School,  so  as  a precautionary  measure  I advised  that  the 
School  should  be  closed  for  a week  : after  some  delay  this  was  done,  and  I only  received  one  more 
notification  among  the  scholars  of  that  School : here  therefore  is  another  instance  of  a threatened 
epidemic  ceasing  after  closing  of  the  School.  I examined  100  children  at  this  School  on  April  25, 
and  found  many  children  with  peeling  hands,  birt  not  one  that  I could  be  sure  was  due  to  Scarlatina. 
The  School  was  disinfected  after  closing.  In  July  and  again  in  October  there  occui’red  return  cases 
of  Scarlatina,  both  times  in  the  same  family ; they  were  each  time  due  to  a setting  up  again, 
on  return  home,  of  a discharge  which  had  entirely  ceased  while  in  Hospital,  but  which  was 
evidently  infectious : and  it  is  clear  from  the  fact  of  its  having  happened  both  times  in  the  same 
family  that  some  persons  are  particularly  liable  to  a recurrence  of  symptoms  when  placed  under 
less  favourable  circumstances  on  discharge  from  Hospital.  No  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause. 

MeasleSi — There  were  16  cases,  but  nothing  in  the  form  of  an  epidemic,  and  fortunately 
there  were  no  deaths. 

EpysipelaSi — Only  4 cases,  and  in  only  one  of  these  4 was  there  any  marked  sanitary 
defect  on  the  premises. 

Influenzsii — No  decided  epidemic,  and  only  one  death  was  attributed  to  it. 

Epidemic  Diari*hOBa.i — There  has  been  practically  none. 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  all  these  infectious  diseases  are  propagated  only  from  case  to  case,  it 
makes  it  almost  certain  that  there  must  be  a good  many  cases  occur  of  so  slight  a character  that 
they  are  never  recognised  at  all,  and  are  not  seen  by  any  doctor,  but  are  quite  capable  of  spreading 
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infection  to  any  susceptible  people  and  with  whom  they  may  come  in  contact.  It  cannot  he  too 
frequently  urged  on  the  public  that  where  children  are  feverish,  or  taken  suddenly  ill,  a doctor 
ought  to  be  consulted. 


It  having  been  suggested  to  me  that  an  undue  proportion  of  these  infectious  diseases  occurred 
on  the  other  side  of  the  railway  in  the  more  newly-built  part  of  the  district,  I may  say  that  I have 
analyzed  the  numbers  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlatina,  and  Measles  added  together,  I find  that  beyond  the 
railway  there  have  been  23  and  in  the  rest  of  the  district  36,  which  does  not  appear  to  support  the 
above-mentioned  suggestion. 

PREVENTION  OF  CONSUMPTION. 

I have  received  no  notification  during  the  year  of  any  case  of  consumption,  so  that  at  present 
the  arrangements  for  the  Voluntary  notification  have  remained  a dead  letter. 

I was  asked  in  July  to  enquire  as  to  the  possibility  of  doing  anything  to  prevent  the  filthy  and 
dangerous  habit  of  spitting  in  public  places  ; on  enquiry  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
he  said  that  the  only  action  that  could  be  taken  would  be  to  make  special  bye-laws  on  the  subject, 
but  he  was  unable  to  refer  me  to  any  authority  in  Surrey  which  had  done  this.  No  action  was 
taken  by  the  Council. 

MIDWIVES. 

Since  my  last  report  two  new  midwifes  have  started  in  the  district,  this  making,  with  the  two 
already  there,  four  persons  practising  midwifery.  I made  my  customary  report  to  Dr.  Seaton  in 
December,  1907,  in  which  I gave  my  usually  good  account  of  Nurse  Phillips  and  Nm’so  Lock,  who 
between  them  had  attended  about  140  cases  with  only  two  stillbirths. 

Nurse  Pee,  of  Kenmure,  is  not  doing  exclusively  midwife’s  work,  but  is  taking  monthly  nursing 
as  well.  She  is  a trained  and  certificated  midwife  and  appears  to  be  thoroughly  competent. 

Nurse  Cobb  also  is  a trained  and  certificated  midwife,  and  also  takes  monthly  nursing  as  well 
as  midwifery,  and  appears  thoroughly  competent. 

SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

I continued  my  inspection  of  the  Elementary  Schools  and  of  the  Scholars  absent  from  infectious 
diseases.  I sent  one  report  to  the  Education  Medical  Officer  of  the  County  Council  in  April  for  the 
term  from  Christmas  to  Easter,  and  a second  in  December  covering  the  two  terms  from  Easter  to 
Christmas. 

BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

Again  this  year  I have  to  report  a satisfactory,  though  not  so  large,  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate. 
In  1906  there  had  been  an  unusual  increase,  and  this  j^ear  there  has  been  a slight  improvement  on 
that,  so  that  the  rate  is  equal  to  26-18  per  1,000  living  and  2-86  above  the  average  of  the  last 
10  years. 

The  death  rate  is  slightly  above  last  year,  and  above  the  average  of  10  years.  The  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  are  not  quite  so  few  as  last  year,  the  rate  being  1-87  per  1,000  living  (or 
71-4  per  1,000  births  registered),  but  the  rate  is  Stillwell  below  the  average  of  10  years.  The 
Zymotic  death  rate  has  been  very  low,  only  0-43  instead  of  1-75  as  last  year.  The  following  table 
shows  the  details  of  these  figures.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Only  two  out  of  the  45  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlatina  did  not  go  to  the  Hospital.  This  is 
a smaller  proportion  than  last  year ; they  were  both  in  the  same  family  who  were  nursed  at  home. 
Precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  any  infection,  and  as  far  as  one  could  discover  they 
were  successful. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Nothing  has  been  done  to  improve  the  state  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  town ; the  gathering 
ground  at  Hale  alluded  to  in  previous  reports  is  unaltered  and  the  water  has  several  times  shown 
signs  of  defective  filtration. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

A good  deal  of  new  building  is  going  on  still  as  will  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  25  new 
houses  have  been  built  and  also  14  additions  to  houses  already  built. 

Only  two  cases  of  overcrowding  have  had  to  be  dealt  with.

The  sewers  in  the  district  have  been  regularly  flushed  and  cleansed  and  no  serious  trouble  has 
arisen  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 


About  750  lineal  yards  of  new  sewers  have  been  laid  principally  on  the  great  Austins  and 
Cobbett  Park  Estates. 


The  Sewage  Farm  has  been  improved  by  better  provision  for  dealing  with  storm  water  and 
worked  well  throughout  the  year. 


has 


A complaint  was  received  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  as  to  a smell  alleged  to  be  caused  by  the 
Farm.  The  Surveyor  inspected  the  farm  on  the  day  of  the  complaint  and  found  everything  working 
as  usual  and  did  not  discover  any  smell  more  than  is  always  caused  by  the  treatment  of  the  sewage 
and  cannot  be  avoided. 

House  Scavenging  has  been  regularly  and  systematically  done,  but  some  difficulty  frequently 
arises  from  persons  depositing  in  ashpits,  garden  and  other  refuse,  not  being  refuse  which  the  Local 
Authorities  are  entitled  to  remove  under  Section  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 


It  appears  to  be  necessary  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent  persons  depositing  garden 
and  trade  refuse  in  ashpits  used  for  domestic  or  bona-fide  house  refuse,  as  these  abnormal 
accumulations  very  considerably  interfere  with  the  regularity  and  efficiency  of  the  work. 

An  increasing  number  of  portable  sanitary  dust  bins  have  been  provided  in  place  of  the  old 
brick-built  ash  pits. 

About  1400  tons  of  house  refuse  were  removed  during  the  year;  the  cost  of  collection  and 
removal  is  about  3/-  per  ton. 

A considerable  portion  of  the  house  refuse  is  used  for  treating  the  sewage  sludge,  which  proves 
to  be  very  efficient  and  economical,  the  resultant  manure,  for  which  there  is  a ready  sale,  is  disposed 
of  to  farmers  who  cart  it  away  for  agricultural  purposes,  a certain  portion  of  the  refuse  is  sorted  and 
retained  for  the  purposes  of  sewage  treatment,'  for  which  purpose  it  has  proved  very  useful  and 
efficient. 

Miscellaneous. 

During  my  inspection  of  factories  and  workshops  I find  a good  many  manure  pits  which  do  not 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  new  bye-laws.  I would  suggest  that  a circular  embodying  these 
requirements  be  sent  to  every  person  in  the  district  who  has  a manure  pit  to  which  the  requirements 
would  apply,  so  that  they  may  become  acquainted  with  the  new^  regulations  and  then  when  I next 
inspect,  I would  report  on  those  -which  have  not  been  made  to  comply. 

The  Council  have  taken  some  measures,  at  my  suggestion,  for  procuring  the  inspection  of  cows 
in  the  district,  and  also  of  meat,  which  I hope  may  prove  a good  safeguard  of  the  public  health. 

INSPECTION  of  FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  and  WORK  PLACES. 

During  June  I inspected  some  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  and  also  the  Dairies;  the 
remainder  were  inspected  during  November  and  December.  I have  usually  made  these  inspections 
entirely  during  these  two  latter  months,  but  I inspected  during  the  summer  with  the  idea  of  finding 
out  how  efficiently  the  workshops  are  ventilated  in  hot  weather ; my  object  however  was  partly 
defeated  by  the  exceptionally  cold  summer.  I have  in  all  inspected  during  the  year 

20  Factories,  34  Workshops  or  Work-Places,  9 Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  milk  places,  9 Slaughter 
Houses,  13  Bakeries,  2 Laundries,  2 Common  Lodging  Houses. 


FACTORIES. 

These  are  distinguished  from  workshops  as  being  places  where  the  work  is  done  by  machinery 
moved  by  some  motive  power,  other  than  hand-power,  and  in  these  cases  the  Factory  Inspector 
enquires  into  all  matters  connected  with  the  regulations  of  the  Factory  Act,  and  my  duty  consists 
only  in  ascertaining  whether  the  sanitary  ai’rangements  are  adequate  (considering  the  number  and 
sex  of  the  workpeople  employed)  and  in  good  order,  also  in  satisfying  myself  that  the  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  in  all  factories  where  more  than  40  persons  are  employed. 
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Of  the  20  Factories  Inspected  the  following 
suABcient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  tire.

also  the  manure  heap  had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  and  become  a nuisance  for  want  of 
sufficiently  frequent  removal.  These  conditions  have,  however,  since  been  remedied. 


WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 

In  these  the  principal  points  to  enquire  into  are — 

Cleanliness  of  rooms  and  premises. 

Ventilation  and  lighting  of  rooms. 

Freedom  from  effiuvia  from  closets,  drains,  or  other  cause. 

Sufficiency  of  cubic  space  for  each  worker  (250  c.f.  being  a minimum).

Mr.  Davis,  West  Street. — The  workshop  is  very  small  and  not  kept  clean,  no  water  is  laid 
on  to  the  premises,  though  it  is  laid  on  for  a W.C.  which  is  just  outside  the  back  door.

The  water  closets  in  these  three  cases  were  out  of  order,  but 
have  since  been  repaired  and  put  in  order. 


Mr.  Spencer,  Borough. — Here  one  of  the  workrooms  was  overcrowded  to  the  extent  of  one 
in  excess  of  the  proper  number  for  the  size  of  the  room.  This  has  since  been  remedied. 


Mr.  H.  K.  Bentall. — I paid  two  visits  here,  but  at  neither  visit  was  the  workroom  in  a cleanly 
condition. 


Mr.  Frisby,  Borough. — Was  not  kept  sufficiently  clean  but  has  since  been  cleansed. 

Mr.  Elliott,  Downing  Street. — Here  a dung  heap  was  kept  on  the  surface  of  a small  back 
yard,  with  no  cover,  and  is  not  moved  often  enough  to  prevent  its  being  a nuisance. 

Mr.  Beard,  Station  Hill. — A small  dung  heap  on  the  surface  of  a small  back  yard,  with  no 
cover,  so  when  it  rains  foul  smelling  liquid  runs  down  the  yard.  Though  this  is  only  very  small  in 
quantity  it  is  immediately  under  the  windows  of  adjoining  houses  so  as  to  be  a nuisance  to 
the  inmates. 

Mr.  Robins,  Abbey  Street. — Here  is  a dung  pit  without  cover  or  proper  means  of  drainage. 


COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  and  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  9 places  where  milk  is  either  produced  or  sold — Cows  are  kept  in  3 and  milk  sent  out, 
while  in  6 milk  is  only  sold.  I reported  on  these  partially  in  July,  but  will  recapitulate  in  this 
report.  As  regards  Mr.  Hume  (Boro’),  Mr.  Hawkes  and  the  Farnham  Dairy  Co.  (in  East  Street)  1 
have  no  fault  to  find  at  all. 

Miss  Cole  (since  deceased). — I found  that  she  kept  milk  in  a small  and  badly  ventilated  room, 
and  with  other  food  in  the  room  which  may  easily  become  tainted  and  so  prejudicially  afEect  the 
milk.  Since  this  inspection  the  condition  of  the  room  has  been  improved. 

Miss  Lovelock,  Mount  Pleasant. — I was  not  w'ell  satisfied  with  the  conditions  under  which 
milk  was  kept  here,  but  the  business  has  been  recently  given  up. 

Mr.  Taphouse,  Downing  Street. — Here  I found  that  the  milk  vessels  were  kept  under  most 
unsanitary  conditions  in  a small  back  yard,  but  they  have  been  removed  entirely  and  are  kept  in 
another  small  yai’d  where  there  is  no  probability  of  their  being  tainted. 
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Considering  next  the  3 Cowsheds. 

Mr.  S.  Bide  — His  cowsheds  are  not  kept  as  clean  as  they  might  be,  and  are  on  two  sides  of 
a large  farmyard  which  is  very  dirty  indeed  and  we  found  tlie  milk  put  out  in  a small  dairy  abutting 
on  the  farm  road  over  which  the  cows  are  constantly  passing  and  with  much  dust  on  the  surface  of 
the  milk,  which  dust  had  blown  in  off  the  surface  of  the  above-mentioned  road. 

Mr.  A.  SiMMONDS. — The  cowsheds  themselves  are  pretty  clean  and  had  been  recently  whitewashed 
but  they  are  on  two  sides  of  a dirty  farmyard ; the  dairy  was  clean  and  satisfactory. 

Me.  Stovold. — The  cowsheds  are  fairly  clean  and  do  not  open  direct  on  the  farmyard. 

I am  going  to  make  a more  detailed  inspection  of  these  cowsheds  and  report  on  their  suitability 
for  milking  places  as  soon  as  I am  able  to  arrange  for  it. 

BAKERIES.

Mr.  J.  L.  Browx,  Ridgeway  Road. — It  was  not  sufficiently  cleaned,  and  also  opens  directly 
into  the  scullery.  TJie  floor  surface  is  not  smooth  enough  to  be  properly  cleansible.  I understood 
Mr.  Brown  that  he  would  remedy  these  defects. 

Mr.  Browning,  Abbey  Street. — The  floor  here  has  become  worn  and  cannot  be  properly 
cleansed  until  it  is  repaired,  otherwise  the  bakery  is  in  good  order. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  frequently  inspected.  Of  the  5 regular  slaughter  houses  I found  in  good  order 
Mr.  Aylwin’s,  Mr.  Hawkins’,  and  Mr.  Stratford’s  two,  in  South  Street  and  West  Street.  Mr. 
Smart’s  at  Hatch  Mill  is  in  itself  good,  but  his  method  of  disposing  of  the  offal  is  bad,  being  thrown 
out  into  a hole  in  the  ground  where  dung  is  also  thrown,  and  it  is  not  properly  covered  with  earth, 
or  anything  to  disinfect  it,  and  is  only  about  50  yards  away  from  the  Sanitary  Laundry  where  a 
considerable  number  of  work  women  are  employed. 

There  are  4 places  where  pigs  are  slaughtered,  and  are  in  fair  order,  namely,  Mr.  Follett,  Mr. 
Baker,  Mr.  Stewart  and  Mr.  Price. 

LAUNDRIES. 

Both  these  were  in  good  order. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  in.spected  several  times  during  the  year,  and  always  found  to  conform  to  the 
regulations  and  well  kept.  I was  asked  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  inspect  83  and  84,  West 
Street,  on  account  of  an  application  by  Mr.  Gr.  Maxzone  to  have  two  additional  rooms  registered  in 
83  (part  of  Avbich  is  already  used  as  a common  lodging  house)  so  that  the  whole  house  might  in 
future  be  used  as  a common  lodging  house,  and  also  to  have  two  rooms  in  84  registered  for  a similar 
use.  I did  not  find  them  to  conform  to  the  regulations  and  reported  adversely  ; so  Mr.  Mazzone’s 
application  was  not  granted.
